A WORD IN REPLY. 

We thank the Lexington Press—our 
enlightened city contemporary—for the | 
intelligence “that the Thirteenth 
amendment was adopted by the peo- 
ple of the States; that it was neither 
conceived nor brought forth in fraud; 
that it is a part of the organic law by 
the free and untrammeled action of| 
the American people.” We had sup- 
posed that Kentucky constituted a} 
part “of the American people,” and 
that her Legislature, on the twenty- 
third day of February, 1865, resolved 
“that the proposition to make said 
proposed amendment a thirteenth ar- 
ticle of the amendments to the Consti- 
tution of the United States be and the 
same are hereby rejected.” So far as 
the record discloses, we have never 
been able to find out that Kentucky 
or Mississippi ever at any time rati- 
fied thisamendment. It may be, how- 
ever, that the “country cotemporary 
forgets ;’ and things have turned about 
in such manner it may also be true 
that Kentucky and Mississippi have 
ceased to be a part of the “American | 
people.” Until further evidence is ad- 
duced, the Press must pardon us for 
holding the view that so far as Kon- 
tucky, at least, is concerned, the Thir- 
teenth amendment was procured and 
passed by fraud, and to ber was an 
act of greater injustice than the pas- 
sage of either the Fourteenth or Fif- 
teenth amendments, because Ken- 
tucky was an adhering or loyal State, 
and relied upon the justice and mag- 
nanimity of Congress to make com- 
pensation for her slaves. 


We had hitherto labored under the 
belief that in the States of Louisiana, 
Arkansas, Tennessee, Virginia, South 
Carolina, North Carolina, Georgia, Al- 
abama and Florida, the Thirteenth 
amendment was forced upon 
the people by the Federal government 
at the point of the bayonet. Were ei- 
ther one of these States recognized by 
the Federal authorities as in the Union 
when this amendment was ratified? 
Were they represented in Congress by 
Senators and Representatives? Did 
Tennessee or any of these States have 
delegations in Congress until after 
their legislatures bad adopted the 
anti-slavery amendment? Did the 
people of Louisiana freely and volun- 
tarily adopt this amendnient? Did 
not Congress prior to July 8, 186}, 
pass a billto guarantee to certain 
States where governments had been 
usurped or overthrown, a republican 
form of government?’ and did not 
President Lincoln, on the day above- 
mentioned, issue his proclamation ap- 
proving the plan Congr ss had laid 
down in this bill for rce nstructing 
the States ? 

It is to be remembered that all this 
was while the war was raging. In 


in April 1862, and Butler became mil 
itary Governor. In November 1862, 
by command of the military Governor, 
General Shepley issued an order an. 


ional districts had given evidence of 


legiance,and providing for the election 
of two members of Congress. They 
were chosen—and refused aseat. Af- 
terwards under direction of the Pres- 
dent a reorganization of the State was 
ordered, the State constitution re- 
vised, a legislature chosen, and Mi- 
chael Habn elected Governor. Hahn 
was afterwards chosen one of the Sen- 
ators, J. Madison Wells elected Gov- 
ernor in his stead, the State reorgani- 
zed under the Lincoln-Banks plan; 
and so matters stood until the passage 
of the final reconstruction acts. 

In March 1864, the Arkansas gov- 
ernment was erected under express in- 
structions given by President Lincoln 
to Major-General Steele. These in- 
structions were embodied in a procla- 
mation issued January 20, 1864, which 
contains some curious reading. It be- 
gins: “Sundry citizens of the State of 
Arkansas petition me that an election 
may be held in that State at which to 
elect a Governor; that it be assumed 
at that election and thenceforward 
that the constitution and laws of the 
State, as before the rebellion, are in 
full force, except that the constitution 
shall be so modified as to declare that 
there shall be neither slavery nor involun 

tary servitude,” &c., &e. A new State 
government was organized under the 
President’sauthority. Governor and 
Lieutenant-Governor were elected, re- | 
ceiving only about sixteen hundred | 
yotes, and other State officers and

Congress, were ordered, All electors 
were required, before they could vote, 
to take the amnesty oath contained in 
the Presidemt’s proclamation of May 
29, 1865. In these States, under the 
rule of Provisional Governors who did 
not recognize the old constitutions of 
the States, with the great bulk of their 
populations disfranchised by partici- 
pation in the rebellion, with the whole 
Federal army to enforce the mandates 
and orders of the military satraps, 
with the intelligence and genius of the 
people driven from power, delegates | 
were elected to the conventions in 
these several States; and North Caro- 
lina, in October 1865; Georgia, Novem- 
ber 1865; Alabama, December 1865; 
South Carolina, October 1865; Flori- 
da, 1865, ratified the Thirteenth 
amendment. In Texas, Hamilton was 
Provisional Governor, and this State 
also ratified the amendment. Louisi- 
ana, Arkansas and Tennessee also rat- 
ified it under the bogus governments | 
that had been set up in their midst. 

This amendment was passed by the 
Senate, April 8, 1864, by the House, 
January 31, 1865, and on December 
18, 1865, was proclaimed as the law of 
the land. In several of the States it 
was ratified while war was flagrant, 
in others under pro-consuls known as 
Provisional Governors, who held their 
places by appointment of the Presi- 
dent and by the aid of the military 
arm of the Federal government. A 
mere fragment of the people elected 
delegates to the conventions—from 
beginning to end these governments 
were fraudulent and revolutionary— 
and yet weare told that the Thirteenth 
amendment “is a part of the organic 
law of the land by the free and un- 
trammeled action of the American 
people.” And Congress itself, by its 
bill passed March 2, 1867, “to provide 
for the more efficient government of | 
the insurrectionary States,” recogniz- 
ed that these provisional governments | 


were void and unauthorized, as the 
very first clause of this enactment as- 
serted that there were no legal gov- 
ernments in Virginia, North Caroli- 
na, Georgia, Mississippi, Alabama, 
Louisiana, Florida, Texas and Arkan- 
as. 

Viewing the matter as a question 
of right, the Thirteenth amendment 
has never been legally ratified by the 
requisite number of States. The facts | 
of history show that its ratification 
was obtained by more fraud and force, 
and under circumstances of more ter- 
ror, than the adoption of either the 
Fourteenth or Fifteenth amendments. 
Notwithstanding the unsupported |
